PANAMA, April 12.—The last steamer from 
the south coast brought the sad news of the 
sudden death, on the morning of March 27th, 
of Gen. Stephen A. Huribut, United States 
Minister Resident in Peru.

BLOOMINGTON, ILL., April 21.— There 


Frank Wochner, a prominent young German 
and well-known brewer, is under arrest, 
charged with the crime, and it is thought the

Late in the afternoon Light 
departed from the picnic grounds and 
started homeward, but he was followed, ata 
considerable distance, by Bohannon and a 
comrade named McGowan. Thev had not 
proceeded far until Light was overtaken by 
the pursuers, and Bohannon asked Light if 
he had anything against him. 
Light answered that he had not, and 
returned the inquiry, to which Bohannon 
responded, “Yes, I have something against 
ou. 
YOU DON’T PAY YOUR DEBTS.” 
Licht immediately asserted that Bohannon 
was a liar, and thereupon the latter drew 
his revolver and shot Light through the 
heart. After his victim fell, he shook his 
pistol at him and said, ‘‘Lie there, you 
d——d ———!” Bohannon precured a horse 
and fled the country. The officers trailed 
him for several weeks, finally procuring 
his capture in Dade county, where he was 
found at the residence of his step-brother. 
He was brought to Rollaand piacedin jail.

HISTORY OF THE CRIME. 

One morning in December last, near an o!d 
log cabin just south of the line which sepa- 
rates Missouri and Arkansas, and in Clay 
county, two hunters found the body of a maa 
whose throat had been severed from ear to 
ear. The men wended their way to Moark, 
where they made known their discovery. The 
body was found to be that of “Riley” Black, 
a notorious character who had left Neely- 
ville the morning before in — with 
John Mulbaulen and L. B. aylor. 
Officers started in ursuit of 
these parties and fonn Mulbatilen 
at home, where they arrested him and took 
him to Corning, the county-seat of Clay 
county. Nothing could be learned from Mul- 
haulen, but. circumstances seemed to point 
him and Tavior out as the guilty} men. The 
Sheriff of Ripley county, Missouri, arrested 
Taylor, and he was taken back to Arkansas, 
where he was lodged in the Corning Jail. 
The autbhorities procured the evidence of 
Mulhaulen on condition that he 
should be free. Taylor was _ indicted 
and tried at the February term, 1882, of the 
Circuit Court. of Clay County, and was sen- 
tenced to hang on the 2ist of April. The 
ae of the kiMling, as to!:'d by Mulhaulen in 
Taylor’s trial, is about as follows: Mul- 
haulen, Taylor and Black were partners and 
spent most of their time in traveling over the 
country on somewhat questionable business, 
and on the morning of the day of the killing 
all went to Neelvville, where they remained 
until evening, when they started for home, 
each somewhat the worse for liquor. After 
riding a few miles below the Stace line Black 
and Taylor engaged in an animated discussion 
on horse-flesh, and, stopping for some pur- 
pose, each dismounted, both very angry, 
when Taylor seized Black by the collar, 
and, drawing his pocket-knife, cut his

WASHINGTON, April 21.—Senator Miller, of 
California,has given notice that he wili call up 
the Chinese bill in the Senate Monday.

He is uncertain whether 
he jumped from the horse or the wind 
lifted him off, but he does know that he did 
not light on the ground until he had been 
carried sowe fifty yards. Turning to look for 
his horse, he found that some flying timber 
had struck and mangied it, killing the poor 
animal almost instantly.

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Greeley Memories. 
New York Letter to Troy Times. 


The death of Mrs. Nicholas Smith(formerly 
Ida Greeley) recallssome interesting feat- 
ures in the social historv of the fomous edi- 
tor. Ida was born in a smail house situ- 
ated farup townon the banks of tbe East 
River at a place called Turtle Bay. It was 
then amile from the city, and was selected 
for its hygienic advantages. It was one of 
the healthiest spots on the island, and yet 
here Greeley’s darling boy died of the cholera. 
There seems to be no escape from fate. 
Greeley loved this boy intensely, for *‘Pickie”’ 
was unustualiv bright and beautiful, but the 
angels called him away before he had passed 
his fifth vear, and from tbis blow Greeley 
never fully recovered. Two daughters 
were afterward added to the family circle 
(Ida and Gabrielle), the former of whom is 
said to have resembied her mother, while the 
latter is like her father. Gabrielle, indeed, 


she was the youngest and therefore the pet 
may have its influence in this respect. The 
bereaved family left Turtle Bay as soon as 
possible, and after some changes they re- 
moved to Chappaqua. This purchase was 
rather unfortunate, and ind«ed it had but one 
feature of value—its fine spring of water. 
Greeley sunk alarge sum in his attempts at 
farming, but he could never make it ahome- 
like place. It had no social atiractions (for 
the Greeleys]were not society people), and in- 
deed the only point of marked interest in its 
history is identified with the misfortunes of 
its former proprietor. Here the latter ac- 
cepted that presidential nomination which 
proved his ruin, the committee having done 
him the honor to call at Chappaqua for this 
purpose. The acceptance of that nomina- 
tion was a grievous fault, and grievously 
hath Greeley answered forit. Speaking of 
that unfortunate political compaign, which 
was 80 suicidal in its character, [ am remind- 
ed thatits headquarters was the Gienham 
Hotel, the very place where the miserable 
Cornelius Vanderbilt slew himself. What 
a painful series of associations!
